Admirers of Fritz Kreisler filled George 
Washington hall to its utmost capacity on 
last Friday evening, fully thirteen hundred 
being accommodated by the placing of two 
hundred extra chairs, some of them on the 
stage. 

His audience felt a pleasant assurance 
that from him they would hear a flow of 
more uniformly beautiful tone than it lies in 
the power of any other violinist to maintain, 
The variety of that tone they knew they 
need not question; there if be mellow 
richness when called for, a fragility some- 
times, exquisite like the goldfinch’s song 
when heard across a sunny field, splendor, 
too, and majesty. 

Of his masterly feeling for style as well 
they knew they could be comfortably con- 
fident. They ran no risk of having to pity 
Pasquali’s little sonata because Mr. Kreisler 
would try to force it to carry more weight 
than it could bear. They did not settle 
themselves—the non-violinists, at all events 
—to suffer as well as they might the lengths 
of Bach’s Chaconne when degraded into a 
study in technique and form, Even the 
Saint-Saens B minor concerto they could 
hope, for once, to hear with its becoming 
courteous, elegant delivery not ruined by an 
ill-advised attempt to turn polite charm into 
passion 

So much might Mr. Kreisler’s admirers 
trustfully expect, whether Mr. Kreisler were 
in the vein or not. Friday evening he was in 
the vein, overwhelmingly so. Of Pasquali’s 
trifling music, therefore, by his rhythmic 
dexterity he made music all smiles and merri- 
ment, music in the finale downright jocose. 
The Bach of the Chaconne he made appear, 
for once, Bach’s own great self, a man who 
could lay down the law with authority, who 


could muse in many moods without meander- |, 


ing, a man of sudden exuberances expressed 
through coloratura flourishes no less than 
dazzling. 

Delightful music Mr. Kreisler let the 
Saint-Saens concerto sound like, not the 
swollen stuff too many violinists will have it. 
Of course, Carl Lamson, that admirable 
pianist, gave valuable help. 

Mr. Kreisler closed his program with a 
fantasy on Russian themes by Rimsky- 
Korsakoy. Graciously despite the long pro- 
gram, he added two pieces, ‘Romances sans 
Paroles” by Tschaikowsky and ‘Caprice 
Viennoire” by Kreisler. The audience then, 
though they eee they would get no more, 
continued to applaud. A tribute richly 
deserved.

Following registration, the morning session 
presided over by Dr. Claude M. Fuess, chair- 
man of the Andover Branch, opened at 
quarter of eleven with an invocation by Dr. 
Frederick A. Wilson. 

Dr. Fuess spoke of the Red Cross as an 
organization in which all met on a common 
ground forgetting differences of politics and 
teligion in the interest of humanity, coop- 
erated in work for human welfare, and in- 
troduced Headmaster Alfred E. Stearns of 
Phillips academy who gave the address of 
welcome. He quoted Goethe, who said that if 
life attain its highest ideals, ideals must find 
expression in action and not words, citing the 
Red Cross as an effective medium, with its 
purpose of uplifting humanity, consoling its 
sorrows and healing its wounds. 

In opening his remarks, Mr. Nicholson 
paid generous tribute to the impress which 
Phillips academy had made on the work of 
the Red Cross. Many persons, he said take 
satisfaction in giving to the Red Cross but 
they should rather think of it as giving 
through the Red Cross, which acts only as a 
steward and is a remarkable machinery for the 
marketing of humanitarian service, It has 
already been effective in rehabilitating 700,- 
000 veterans and still cares for 56,000 cases of 
ex-service men each month, in addition to 
work for civil welfare. Although there have 
been no enormous catastrophes like the Miss- 
issippi flood, aid has been given in 131 dis- 
asters during the last year, 117 on this con- 
tinent, three in our insular possessions and 
eleven in the world at large. In addition to 
personal relief, the Red Cross has restored 
normal trade and enhanced the credit situa- 


‘tion in devastated areas. As an example he 


cited the Porto Rican hurricane, after which 
67,000 men were employed in replanting 
coffee plantations and the trees necessary for 
their shade. Among its educational activities 
are classes in home hygiene and the care of 
the sick, nutrition work, first aid, and life 
saving, which make a distinct economic as 
well as social contributor to the welfare of the 
community, Such organizations as the Bell 
Telephone and Gulf Refining company bear 
testimony to the reduction of accidents and 
disability, directly due to such educational 
work, In the Junior Red Cross alone there 
are 7,000,000,000 members among forty-one 
different nations, a circumstance which 
affords a remarkable opportunity to break 
down the barriers of prejudice. The Red Cross 
was conceived in the spirit of service and 
sacrifice, conspicuously manifested the same 
spirit in the time of war and is perpetuating

Shakespeare’s comedy, “The Winter’s

The next part takes place sixteen years later, 
when we see the baby, saved by an old 
shepherd, now grown to young womanhood 
and in love with Florizel, son of Polixenes 
King of Bohemia, and former friend of 
Leontes. For the closer action of the play, it 
has been divided at The Repertory into these 
two parts, allowing for only one intermission, 
between parts I and II (this indicating the 
passage of the sixteen years), between scenes 
the curtain falls for only a few moments. The 
scenery itself as designed by Andrew Mc- 
Fadden, and Roswell Snider, scenic artists 
at the Repertory, is in the form of decorations 
and the difference between that and the 
wholly realistic scenery may be better ap- 
preciated when seen than when described. 
The costumes of the play, richly decorated in 
gold and silver have been especially designed 
to carry out the romance of the story and are 
done in the Byzantine periods. Henry Jewett, 
Director of The Repertory Theatre, and 
under whom the entire production has been 
carried out, is recognized as one of the few 
remaining authorities on Shakespeare. He has 
appeared in 49 Shakespearean roles in some 
seventeen plays. One of his greatest successes 
was as Leontes, and he is lending all the color 
of his own experiences to the forthcoming 
production, It will be the first appearance in 
Boston of the new Repertory company, 
which has been specially engaged for this 
season in London and New York. Stars of 
both Europe and America are in the cast 
and many well-known theatrical personages 
are appearing. The cast includes Howard 
Kyle as Cammillo, John Warburton as 
Polixenes, Lark Taylor, as  Leontes, 
Cynthia Beaufoy Latham as Hermione, Su 
Colvin Emerson as Emilia, Cynthia Brooks as 
Paulina, John B. Ryno as Old Shepherd, 
Allen Nourse as the Clown, Arthur Powers as 
Autolycus, James Grainger as Florizel, Pearl 
Adler as Perdita, Margaret Rice as Dorcas, 
Beatrice Jennings as Mopsa, Kenneth Rear- 
don as Rogero, Charles Douglas as Antigonus 
Curtis Rhea as Gaoler, J. W. Bayler as 
Cleomenes, Lois Buell as Mamillius, William 
Gilbert as Time, Harry Keefer as a Mariner, 
and others. 

It is perhaps significant that Shakespeare, 
which inaugurated Repertory in Boston and 
in America, has reirh the fourteenth season 
and 450th week of Repertory in Boston, 
under the same management, and has been 
again acclaimed both by press and public 
opinion, 

“Little Lord Fauntleroy” will be given its 
first Saturday matinee performance on 
October 12th. Much interest has already been 
evidenced by this greatest and most ever, 
lasting play of child life.

Pictures of a diseased eye are sent from 
Berlin to Buenos Aires by radio, and special- 
ists in Germany and Argentine hold a wire- 
less consultation. The matter might have 
been left in the hands of a busy country 
doctor, to receive attention tomorrow or the 
day after, for the conclusion arrived at was 
that the disorder was incurable. Science has 
come a long way, and is travelling fast, but 
still has far to go. 


We are indebted to a special cable on the 
war situation in China for a brief account of 
a curious military organization in that 
country. Officers and privates receive the 
same pay, flagrantly bad judgment in the 
selection of companions is punishable with 
death, and the battalion moves into action 
only after an affirmative vote in which all 
ranks have participated. 


On the heels of an appeal for the better- 
ment of our inland waterways as a means of 
navigation, comes a report that a thousand 
persons are homeless and on short rations as 
a result of a flood in the vicinity of the Rio 
Grande.

Public Works Report 


The following report of work accom- 
plished by the Highway, Water, Sewer and 
Park department during the month of 
September was given at a recent meeting of 
the Board of Public Works by Superinten- 
dent Charles T. Gilliard: . 

HIGHWAY DE’ ARTMENT 

The old wooden bridges over the B. & 
M. R. R. tracks on Greenwood road and 
Chandler road have been taken down, and 
the cuts have been filled with gravel. To 
insure safety a wire fence has been erected at 
both places. 

Twelve hundred sixty-eight feet of curbing 
have been set on the east side of North Main 
street between the Lawrence Line and 
Union street. The following bids were re- 
ceived for the laying of the curbing: 

Edward P. Hall, 50 cents per foot. 

Frank McCarthy, 47 cents per foot. 

The work was awarded to the lower bidder. 

Two thousand one hundred thirteen 
square yards of Warrenite Top Sidewalk 
were laid on a section of Summer street, 
Chestnut street and Whittier street. The 
cost of this was approximately 80 cents per 
square yard, 

A section of the grass plot on School street 
near Locke street was sodded to prevent 
heavy rains from destroying the sidewalk. 

Heavy rains had caused washouts on 
Woburn street near the Wilmington line, and 
the ruts were filled in with gravel. 

Highland road near the property owned by 
Mr. Downing, and a section of Summer 
street were given a dust layer. Pearson 
street was treated with a 45 per cent asphalt. 

Granolithic sidewalks have been built on 
both sides of Chestnut street between Main 
street and Bartlet street and the plots be- 
tween the road and the sidewalk have been 
sodded. This section of Chestnut street is the 
main entrance to the park and now presents 
a very neat appearance. 

Thegbids for the above work were as 
follows: 


Hardy Construction Co. $1828.00 
Frank McCarthy 1500.00 
Edward P. Hall 1475.94 


Edward P. Hall was the lowest bidder, but 
could not accept the contract because of 
other work. The contract was therefore 
awarded to Frank McCarthy, the next 
lowest bidder. 

A section of Haggett’s Pond road from 
Bellevue road to Lowell street, a section of 
Bellevue road, Duft»n road, and a section of 
School street from Ridge street to Central 
street have been scarified and rolled. 


Burnham road has been scarified, rolled | | 


and treated with a composition of 45 per cent 
asphalt and 55 per cent crude oil. 

The curbing at the lower part of Red 
Spring road has been reset, and the drainage 
system has been installed prior to building 
this road. 

A section of curbing has been laid on 
Stevens street. This connects with curbing 
laid by the contractor on Main street. 

The sides of High street north of the Town 
Dump have been filled so as to make it safer 
for both pedestrians and motor vehicles. 

The small bridge on Woburn street has 
been replanked. 

WATER DEPARTMENT 

Tree branches which interfered with the 
high service reservoir telemeter wires have 
been cut out without permanent injury to 
the trees. 

Five house connections were installed this 
past month which now makes a total of 2407 
services in use. 

The work of connecting the main water 
line over the new bridges was started this 
past month and is well under way. 

All the new water services in the way of the 
new road on North Main street have been 
installed. 

SEWER DEPARTMENT 

All sewer work on Main street was com- 
pleted this past month, and incidentally four 
house connections were installed. 

PaRK DEPARTMENT 

A beautiful Douglas fir (Pseudotsuga 
Douglasi) was planted at the park. This tree 
will undoubtedly be used as a Community 
Christmas tree. 

The football goal posts have been painted 
and the field has been marked out. 

A section of the park system near the 


entrance to the football field has been 
cleared and suitable shrubbery will be 
planted. 


The sidewalk which was built on Whittier 
street in the vicinity of the Park was some- 
what higher than surrounding territory and 
this has necessitated regrading a section of 
the Park. 


AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL NOTES 


Data On New Students 


A total of 121 new students have registered 
in the two departments of the school for the 
year 1929-1930, Seventy-five are registered 
in agriculture and forty-six in homemaking. 

Lawrence sends the largest number of new 
students, with a total of nineteen. Danvers is 
second with twelve; Saugus third with a 
total of ten; Peabody fourth with nine; 
Lynn, Newburyport, Rockport and Salem 
have seven each. All but eight of the thirty- 
four cities and towns of the country are rep- 
resented in the entering class.

| farm scoring; milk houses, ete,

The Colorado Horior 


Within three months of the prison 
insurrections at Dannemora, N. Y., 
Auburn, N. Y., and Leavenworth, Kan., 
comes the horrible battle between con- 
victs and guards at the Colorado state 
prison at Canon City, with the death of 
at least a dozen convicts and guards. 
For downright fiendishness, the cold- 
blooded slaying of the hostage guards 
by the prisoners as evidence of their 
determination to force their way to 
freedom is unequalled in modern penal 
history. 

They killed others and then they 
killed themselves with that theatrical- 
ism which is part of the character of all 
great criminals. It is something that is 
dreadfully fascinating to watch from a 
distance but terrifying to meet at close 
quarters,—witness the guard who was 
found stark mad. It is something which 
civilized society cannot afford to tol- 
erate for a minute, for such melodrama 
is likely to have its imitators. 

The underlying causes of the out- 
break and its immediate occasion are 
difficult to determine two thousand 
miles away. There seems, nevertheless, 
to be good reason to inquire why the 
prison arsenal was so inadequately 
protected that the mutineers easily got 
possession of its contents. But, after all, 
that is a minor question. This rebellion, 
as the fourth of a series, brings into 
question the efficacy of our whole 
criminal and penal system.

The Hon. Eliot Wadsworth who attended 
the international convention called by the 
Swiss Government this past summer to re- 
write the Red Cross treaty first drawn in 1869 
reviewed in some detail its various articles. 
He expressed the hope that the treaty would 
be ratified at the next session of Congress. 
Although one might deplore what sounded 
like preparation for war, he described the 
convention as a “very friendly gathering” 
and spoke of the extraordinary good feeling 
among nations. “There has been great prog- 
ress in understanding since 1913,” said Mr. 
Wadsworth, “and the world is a better place 
to live in eleven years after the World War 
than it was one year before it.” The articles 
of the treaty had to do with the treatment of 
prisoners of war, the wounded after battle, 
keeping a record of graves and of the wounded 
protection of sanitary formations, the use of 
air craft for the relief of sick and wounded, 
and related matters, as well as the peace-time 
use of the Red Cross emblem, The treaty 
when ratified, canont be abandoned during 
hostilities. 

At this point the meeting adjourned and 
luncheon was served to out-of-town guests at 
the Peabody House through the courtesy of 
the Trustees of Phillips academy. 

Directly following luncheon, a carillon 
concert was given by Dr. Carl F. Pfatteicher 
and there was a life-saving demonstration at 
the Phillips academy pool under the direction 
of George Sanborn. 

Houston A. Thomas, chairman of the Essex 
County chapter presided at the afternoon 
session and introduced as the first speaker 
Miss Marjorie Dakin, field repr-sentative of 
the American National Red Cross who spoke 
on “The Status of the Red Cross in this 
Region”, Among other accomplishments she 
spoke in praise of the first-aid unit at the 
Topsfield fair which treated one hundred 
seventeen cases ina single day, characterizing 
it as the best she had ever seen. She stressed 
the importance of organizing disaster units. 

Miss Mabel T. Boardman, director of the 
Voluntees Service of the American National 
Red Cross, spoke, attired in her Red Cross 
uniform of white and red, and took as her 
subject “The Development of Volunteer 
Service in Our Chapters”. The mass of work 
is done by volunteer workers, most of whom 
are women, They are enrolled with the pledge 
of giving eighteen hours a year, but with work 
comes added interest, and they usually give 
much more, She spoke enthusiastically of the 
seven branches of service and showed seven 
dolls dressed in their appropriate uniforms. 
The forms of service include administrative, 
class work, production of garments, surgical 
dressings and hand-made Braille books, can- 
teen, motor corps with knowledge of first aid 
and stretcher drill, health aid, such as home- 
nursing and care of the sick, and the “gray 
ladies”, who do social service work in hos- 
pitals. She also pictured the application of 
these forms of service in large and small 
communities. 

The problem of the finances of the national 
organization were set forth by Douglas 
Griesemer, national director of public in- 
formation and roll call. In the years succeed- 
ing the war, the very substantial surplus, 
remaining at the time of the armistice, has 
been used to meet the demands which have 
been far in excess of the annual income. The 
budget for the coming year is $720,000 in 
excess of the anticipated receipts. In another 
two years the surplus will be exhausted and 
expenses must be met by additional member- 
ships. The goal for the expenses of relief of 
ex-service men, eleven years after the war, is 
$720,000, 25,500 men remaining in govern- 
ment hospitals with the number increasing 
annually. While one of these remains alive the 
Red Cross plans to meet their needs! Second, 
a moderate expansion of the work is desirable. 
As one example: years ago there were com- 
paratively few qualified life-savers; now there 
are 220,000. Although swimming as a sport 
has grown by leaps and bounds, the number 
of deaths by drowning has been cut in halves. 
Third, there should be a definite budget for 
disaster relief. The money spent in the last 
year was $936,000 in excess of the amount 
contributed for that work. This need must be 
translated into terms of the Roll Call. Mr. 
Griesemer characterized New Englanders as 
hard to convince but a people who never 
failed to meet any reasonable need”’. Every- 
one is more or less conversant with the work 
and needs of the Red Cross but the speaker 
impressed on those who were about to take up 
the work of the annual roll call, the necessity 
of reiterating the story citing as an example 
the makers of Ivory soap. Everyone who can 


read knows that “It floats and is99.44 per cent | 


pure” yet the manufacturers continue to 
spend $1,000,000 a year in advertising and 
dare not stop lest they lose ground. So the 
story of the Red Cross must be told again and 
again and an increased membership will do its 
share toward meeting the goal.

Mr. Howe’s Organ Recital 


Walter Edward Howe, director of music at 
Abbot academy, will open the musical season 
with an organ recital on the Dorothy Davis 
Rimmer Memorial Organ on Tuesday night, 
October 15th at 8.00 o’clock. Although con- 
ceived primarily as a school function, the 
public is, as usual, most cordially invited to 
attend. No admission will be charged. 

The program is designed to give a survey of 
music as it has progressed from the 16th to 
the 20th centuries. It is interesting to observe 
the gradual transition from the soft, gentle 
music of the Tudor period in English music, 
through the brilliant architecture and glowing 
polyphony of Bach, the romanticism of 
Lemmens to the strident but virulent music of 
Strawinsky. 

Giles Farnaby, born about 1560, was one of 
the great school of Tudor composers. His 
madrigals are highly regarded, and his music 
shows a daring not found in many of his 
contemporaries. 

William Byrd, 1538-1623, was one of the 
greatest composers of the greatest period in 
English music. Fortunately, this great period 
of Tudor music is being revived all over the 
world, and it may be remembered that the 
English Singers have devoted much of their 
rare art to this music. 

Bach’s Fantasia in G major falls into the 
earlier period of his work. It shows the in- 
fluence of the North German composers, but 
also contains some of Bach’s most beautiful 
writing. The piece is in three sections, the 
first a charming rhapsody, the second a won- 
derfully beautiful slow section, for five melo- 
dic voices, and the last an astonishingly 
dissonant climax. 

The transition from Bach to Lemmens is 
gentle, The first movement of the Lemmens 
sonata is quite in the manner of Bach with an 
added touch of Romanticism. The slow move- 
ment proceeds to an elf-like ending; the Pon- 
tificial March, with its stately theme has 
become a classic, while the Fanfare in Fugue 
form is one of the most thrilling movements 
ever written for the organ. 

Igor Strawinsky, the foremost figure in 
contemporary music is represented by move- 
ments from his much loved “ Fire-Bird” suite. 
It is ballet music which has found an enduring 
place on the concert stage. The themes, 
though exotic, are easily recognized, and the 
ending hammers out the dissonant figure with 
machine-like persistence. 

Oscar Schminkes ‘‘ Russian March”’ is an 
interesting composition in which the ‘Song 
of the Volga Boatman” the Russian Anthem, 
and other Russian folk-music develop cum- 
ulatively. 

“Recit du Pecheur” and ‘“ Pantomime” 
are taken from Manuel de Falla’s opera “ El 
Amor Bruje”. De Falla is a Spanish composer 
who holds an enviable position among present 
day composers. These pieces are easy to 
understand and very grateful to the audience. 
The “Pantomime” is in the unusual rhythm 
of seven-eight meter. 

“ Marche-Heroique” is an orchestral piece 
in the familiar idiom of the late French 
composer, Camille Saint-Saens,

The New Bird Sanctuary 


In the belief that an interest in preserving 
and increasing wild life and in the preserva- 
tion and replanting of trees may be en- 
couraged among its students, Phillips Acad- 
emy, early this year, put aside an area of 
about 125 acres of woodland and a certain 
amount of money to carry this idea out in a 
definite and permanent manner under the 
name of the Phillips Academy Bird Sanc- 
tuary. 

The land is in the form of a rough wedge, 
bounded by Highland road and Chestnut 
street on the two sides; while the base of the 
wedge is its contact with the main school 
property at the rear of George Washington 
Hall and Samuel Phillips Hall. A brook runs 
through the property, on which two ponds 
have been made where the breeding of wild 
ducks and geese is being carried on, A ver- 
min-proof outer fence will isolate the entire 
area, and the ponds will be enclosed by an 
inner fence. 


On the higher ground the breeding of 
yheasants and quail has been started, and it 
is hoped that experiments in the breeding of 
other upland birds may be made there later. 
It is too early in the season to attempt 
definite figures, for the results of the first 
year’s work,—or of any year for that matter, 
are problematical; but it is hoped that about 
800 ducks and geese, and the same number 
of pheasants will be released at the proper 
time as evidence of the work of the Sanctuary 
during its first year. 

Roads and paths are being built through 
the property, and a considerable planting of 
trees and shrubs was made in the spring, in 
the selection of which their value for shelter 
and food for the birds was of course con- 
sidered. Further planting will be made each 
year, and it is hoped that eventually the 
Sanctuary will be a typical New England 
woodland, well protected, and furnishing 
shelter and food to a large bird life of ail 
kinds, song, upland, and migratory, and also 
in a position to release a considerable 
number of game birds from season to season.

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Work on North Main street has shown 
marked progress in the last two weeks. 
Wednesday morning the huge steel girder, 
said to weigh twenty tons, was placed on the 
west side of the railroad bridge, swingin 
easily into place by means of the skillful 
manipulation of the huge crane resting on the 
railraod track below. Smaller steel beams, 
weighing several tons apiece designed to 
support the roadbed fell into their respective 
fawet with an amazing nicety, the raising or 
owering a fraction of an inch to facilitate the 
fitting of a rivet being accomplished with an 
easy delicacy. 

The north wall of the underpass is of solid 
cement, twelve feet in thickness at the base. 
Some 800 tons of cribbing, cement bars laid in 
log cabin fashion, are in place behind the 
south wall which is lighter of structure and 
may easily be removed without disturbing the 


| bridge in case that the railroad desires to lay a 


third track at any time. In that case a new 
retaining wall would be built to the south of 
the new track and the present south wall 
would be used as a support for the girders 
over the new track, while still serving the 
same purpose for the girders for the bridge 
which is now being constructed and which 
would not have to be disturbed. The railroad 
bridge will probably be ready for traffic about 
Christmas and it is expected that the street 
cars will be running over the new bridge at 
that time. 

The new roadway is being constructed of 
reinforced concrete and will be three sections 
in width, giving thirty-four feet of traveled 
way from the west curbing to the car tracks 
of the Eastern Massachusetts street railway. 
The new car tracks are being laid with block 
pavement giving an additional eleven feet to 
the east curbing or a tetal of 45 feet between 
the curbings. The sidewalks will be rebuilt 
and will be seven and one-half feet each, a 
total of sixty-feet. 

Already the three sections of the road are 
nearly completed between Stimpson’s bridge 
and the Bostcn and Maine bridge. The new 
car track between the two bridges is also laid 
When the third section of cement work is. 
completed below the railroad bridge, work 
will be started to the south of the bridge 
toward the square. No cement will be laid for 
about 150 feet at the approaches to the bridge 
until the spring. A great deal of filling has 
been done and time must be allowed for 
settling before the cement is poured. 

Work is also progressing rapidly on Stimp- 

son’s bridge over the Shawsheen river. The 
old main section of the bridge will remain 
intact but new sections of reinforced concrete 
are being constructed on the east for the 
street car tracks and on the west for a side- 
walk. This bridge is expected to be completed 
in about another month. 
May 1 is the date set for the completion of 
the entire job though traffic should be goimng 
through by the first of the year. The bridge 
approaches, as has been mentioned, cannot be 
completed until spring when the frost is out of 
the ground.

Own Parcels in India 

Outside the bazuar tn Calcutta you 
observe as you puss In, certain lean 
little men In loin cloths, each having 
a large circular basket with two 
handles. 

One of them promptly follows you, 
padding along onolselessly with his 
bare feet, and you are hali-way 
through the first alley before you be- 
come conscious of his presence. 

You tell him to go away. He does 
not go. You try to shoo him, as you 
would an over-affectionate dog. Noth 
{ng doing. He is there to carry par 
cels for buyers {n the bazaar, and tt 
{gs not within the range of his under 
utanding to conceive of a_ foreign 
sahib, all done up In white clothes and 
shoes and pith helmet, to be anything 
else than a prodigal buyer. 

So he abides with you, and when 
you have bought one small brass ten 
caddy and a carved box 8 by 4 Inches 
he insists on putting them Into his 
basket, to be taken home with you 
After trotting around with you for an 
hour or so, and padding along with 
you to your hotel, where the pack- 
ages are delivered to a house boy, he 
receives four annas—about 10 cents— 
and he {gs content. 

This system prevails throughout In- 
dia, where no white man ts expected 
to carry a bundle, however small. 
The carrying of burdens ts the duty 
of the menial classes, hence the firm- 
ness with which the carrlers of the 
bazaars maintain their particular kind 
of special delivery.—From the Ocean

HAIFA, SEAPORT | 
FOR PALESTINE: 


Scene of Recent Rioting 
Most Important Gateway 


to “Holy Land.” 


Washington.—“Halfa, where British 
military forces recently clashed with 
rioting Inhabitants, is one of the most 
important gateways to Palestine,’ says 
a bulletin from the Washington head- 
quarters of the National Georgraphic 
society. 

“The Bay of Acre, on the southern 
shore of which the city Is located, af- 
fords one of the finest natural road- 
stends on the Palestine coast. Ocenn- 
going steamers, however, are, com- 
pelled, because of lack of docking 
facilities, to anchor offshore. The Buy 
of Acre is the first deep Indentation 
on the Palestine coast for 800 miles 
north of the mouth of the Nile. 

Jewish Population Increased. 

“Most of Haifa is modern. ‘There 
is a German settlement with fine rest- 
dences, business buildings, and schools 
some of which are surrounded by 
lawns studded with flower beds and 
shrubs. And the Jews have a new 
quarter which has been developing 
along modern lines as hundreds of 
Jewish tmmigrants entered this port 
and settled In the city and In the {m- 
mediate neighborhood. At the close 
of the war there were but 3,000 Jews 
in the city. In 1925 there were 18,000, 
Since then the Jewish population has 
continued {ts growth, and the total 
population of the city has steadily 
increased until at the outhreak of the 
recent riots there were more than 40,- 
000 Mohammedans, Christians and 
Jews In the city 

“There Is little in the city to recall 
that Haifa was the elite of a settle 
ment as far back as the first century 
A. D. There is a congested native 
district in the center of the town with 
streets so narrow 
of sunlight 
noon, and so hilly that few vehicles 
can negotiate them. The buildings. in 
poor repair and in many cases un- 
kempt, appear to be older than their

century or two of age. 

“In normal times camels loaded 
with lumber from the forests back of 
the city, sand from the wide beach 
around the Bay of Acre, and sealed 
cases, perhaps destined for the hold 
of an awaiting vessel In the harbor, 
slowly plod through the streets at a 
snail’s pace. Donkeys, oo taller than 
the average man's hips, stagger under 
loads so voluminous that only the legs 
of the diminutive animals are in 
sight. 

“But motor cars ure driving these 
old transports to the gutters. In 
front of the hotel the latest models 
from American automobile factories 
are making ‘t hurd for the old ‘cab- 
bies’ to find parking space. 

“Tt ‘.as not been muny years since 
electricity was installed in Haifa, 


While some of the tnhabitants are 
still trimming Inmp wicks, electric 
lights are becoming popular and the 
unkempt native stores have been giv- 
ing way to cleaner, Hghter quarters 
with plate glass show windows dis- 
playing merchandise. 


Principal Industries. 


“One of the principal industries of 
Haifa, the cement industry, was begun 
by American capital. A $2,000,000, 
plant grinds out the dust for new 
building construction. The raw ma- 
terin) is dug from the side of Mt. 
Carmel on top of which Elijah mocked 
the prophets of Baal. In the moun-

“Recognizing its importance as @ 
Palestine gateway railroad men have 
built lines connecting the port with 
important cities along the coast and 
in the hinterland. One railroad line 
follows the coast southward, About 
80 miles south of Haifa on this line, 
trains bound for Jerusalem switch to 
the east for a 800-mile run to the Holy 
City. Another line out of Haifa pene- 
trates another aren famillar to Bible 
students passing close to Nazareth 
and skirting the south shore of the 
Sea of Galilee. This line connects 
with the Hedjaz railroad which runs 
through Damascus and Aleppo, 
Branches of the Hedjaz touch the 
port of Beirut, one of the ‘press boxes’ 
for the present revolt, and Tripoll, 
40 miles to the north of Beirut.”

You are hereby required on or before December 
1, 1929, to destroy the gypsy and brown tail moths 
on your property in this town. 

This notification is in accordance with Chapter 
132, General Laws, which requires cities and towns 
to destroy the eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests of 
the gypsy and brown tail moths under heavy pen- 
alty for failure to comply with the provisions of the 
law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such eggs, 
caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the city or town 
is required to destroy the same and the cost of the 
work, in whole or in part, according to the value of 
the land, is assessed upon and becomes a lien on the 
land. (Section 18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on 
reverse.) 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to co- 
operate with the town in its work on highways and 
other public grounds by doing effective work on 
their premises. Citizens who have cleaned their 
premises of the moths, but find their trees en- 
dangered by the neglect of owners of adjoining 
estates should make compiaint to the Selectmen. 
The infestation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be destroyed 
at once with creosote. They should never be scraped 
off the object on which they are laid. Careful 
search should be made for gypsy moth egg clusters, 
not only on trees, but also on house walls, stone 
walls, fences and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees in 
which cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or cemented. 
This is important. The present and future cost of 
combating this insect can be greatly reduced by 
cutting and burning worthless brush, hollow trees, 
etc. A few trees well-cared for are more valuable to 
the property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be cut 
from the trees, carefully collected and burned in a 
stove or furnace, 

Full instructions as to the best methods of work 
against the moths may be obtained from the Local 
Superintendent, Ralph T. Berry or from the State 
Forester, Room 519, State House, Boston, Mass, 

Work done by contractors should be inspected 
and approved by Local Superintendent before pay- 
ment for the same is made,

Babson Park, Massachusetts, October 11, 
1929. I am bullish on the long-term outlook 
for the oil industry for several fundamental 
reasons. First, if this country is to continue 
to grow the oil industry must grow with it. 
Ten years from now our consumption of gas- 
oline, fuel oil, lubricants, and petroleum by- 
products will make the present consumption, 
huge as it is, look small by comparison. Oil is 
absolutely essential. Not a wheel of industry 
can turn without it. Railroads could not 
operate without it; steamships would be tied 
up at the wharves; automobiles could not 
run; in fact, life as we know it would not 
exist. Any industry which holds so tight a 
grip on our entire economic and industrial 
life cannot go backward, but must go for- 
ward. 

To enumerate the uses of petroleum and 
its by-products would require pages. They 
extend from the production of light, heat, 
and power down through the entire range of 
industrial and chemical uses even to the 
preparation of household drugs and cos- 
metics. Gasoline, kerosene, naphtha, benzine, 
fuel oil, acids, wax, alcohols, asphalt, carbon 
black, fuel gas, petroleum, ether, machine 
oil, lubricating greases, petrolatum, are but 
a few of the commonly known products. 
There are hundreds of others, all with im- 
portant uses. 

A second great reason for future prosperity 
in oil lies in the fact that it is a “repeat” 
business. For example, when a man buys a 
tankful of gasoline, it is not like buying a 
jackknife. He will be back at the filling 
station within a day or so for another tankful 
of gas, but the jack-knife may last him 
a lifetime. It is this rapid “repeat” consump- 
tion, therefore, which makes oil so attractive. 
Another reason why this business should 
prosper is the nature of the age in which we 
are living. “Machinery”, “speed”, and 
“power” are the key words of our present 
civilization. Petroleum is indispensable to 
all three, Our growing love of luxury also 
favors this industry. Household oil burners 
are installed not so much for economy as 
for convenience. One automobile may be 
regarded as a business necessity in many 
families, but the growing habit of having two 
or more cars is entirely a matter of comfort 
or convenience. Insofar as petroleum con- 
tributes to added comfort and luxury in liv- 
ing, it will receive an added impetus to 
growth. 

Still another field for progress, and one 
with enormous potentialities, is in natural 
gas in conjunction with oil wells. Industry is 
Just coming to realize the possibilities of 
piping natural gas to distant consuming 
centers. Many oil companies are possessed of 
vast natural gas resources, That they have 
been wasting much of this gas by allowing it 
to blow off into the air is an economic crime.

BABSON SAYS LONG PULL OUTLOOK 


THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


FOR OIL INDUSTRY IS SOUND 


Fundamental Economic Importance of Petroleum Assures a Future for the Industry— 
Current Overproduction Regarded as Temporary—Rate of Progress 
Will Depend on Co-operation Among Producers 


To be sure, a number of companies produce 
quantities of gasoline from natural gas, but 
the requirements for this purpose are not 
sufficient to utilize the total supply. We 
shall see great developments in natural gas 
distribution during the next five years. 
Many oil companies will benefit hand- 
somely from their gas holdings. 


Trouble is with Production and not 
Consumption 


Unquestionably the trouble with the oil 
industry is with the producers and not with 
the consumers. No other industry enjoys a 
more rapidly growing market. The trend of 
gasoline consumption has been sharply up- 
ward for a Reece of years and from all indi- 
cations will continue upward at an acceler- 
ated pace. New uses for fuel oils, lubricants, 
and by-products are constantly discovered. 
If production were stable and not by jumps, 
oil today would be the most prosperous 
industry we have. Admittedly, it is more 
difficult to regulate the production of oil than 
it is the production of boots and shoes, iron 
and steel, and other commodities. Oil well 
drilling is going on all the time. Over 20,000 
new wells are completed annually. Occasion- 
ally a tremendous flush pool is discovered. 
Such a one is the Santa Fe Springs pool in 
California which today is causing two-thirds 
of the trouble which the industry is now 
experiencing. 

I believe, however, that economic pressure 
will force the curbing of over-production. 
Enlightened leaders in the business recognize 
the necessity of co-operative cffort toward 
conservation. A few large, and many small 
operators, however, are still unwilling “to 
play the game.” As a result, in spite of our 
vastly increased consumption, output is so 
large that it constantlv threatens to break the 
market. Perhaps the only way these non- 
co-operators can be taught a severe economic 
lesson is for crude oil prices to decline, as 
they did in 1927, and practically force them 
out of business. How much wiser it would be 
if all units in the industry would follow the 
clear path of caltan tenen self-interest which 
points to the voluntary restriction of pro- 
duction. Legislation is being tried in Cal- 
ifornia in the form of the new Lyon Natural 
Gas Act. It has not been in effect long enough 
yet to show what beneficial results may 
come, If there is definite evidence that the 
new law will succeed, and if the Oklahoma 
and Texas producers stick to their present 
attitude of voluntary restriction, recovery in 
the industry may come sooner than many 
expect. Regardless of whether voluntary or 
legislative restriction succeeds, however, 
economic law will sooner or later compel 
curtailment. 


Outlook for Oil Securities 


The recent drastic decline in the general 
stock market illustrates how dangerously 
inflated many stocks have become. However, 
from the long-growth standpoint the oils are 
in a stronger fundamental position than most 
other groups. First of all the oils are not

inflated and their prices bear a reasonable 
relation to their earnings. Second, while 
inventories of oil companies are now large, 
the rate of consumption is holding up well; 
and with the first signs of effective control of 
production, better times should be seen for 
good oil stocks. Those companies in the 
strongest financial position, and particularly 
those with large refining and marketing 
interests should be in the best position to 
profit. How soon this improvement will 
come depends entirely upon the spirit of 
cooperation shown by oil producers. If a few 
continue their present short-sighted course 
of piling up a burdensome over-supply, they 
will delay the fundamental recovery of the 
whole industry. It is a clear case where all 
must work for the good of the industry. 
Merely trying to beat out the other fellow 
will retard the progress of all!

Before the advent of the modern 
clock, muny towns and cities told the 
time to their people by firing a gun at 
noon, Rome was such a place, and 
kept to the daily firing of her veteran 
noon-gun on the Janiculum bill, which 
had been done so far back as human 
memory could go until a year or so 
ago. 

Then she decided to replace this 
ancient forin of time signuling by the 
most ultramodern system available 
A wuster electric clock was installed 
in the city observatory, which con 
trolled 800 other electric clocks placec 
In different quarters of the Eterna! 
city on the liber. The 588,000 Rom 
aus are therefore exceptionally wel! 
catered for as regards the time. 


What an amazing contrast is such 
a method as this to the manner tp 
which parts of Egypt to this very day 
tell the time. Phere some of the on 
tives still employ ancient shudew 
clocks. These consist of wooden 
boards with little “goal posts” In the 
middle of them, which measure by 
the shadows they throw the length of 
jobs which have to be performed by 
oxen or laborers. 

These “clocks” have been in use for 
telling time for 4,000 years,

Census Examinations Announced 


The United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion has announced that it will receive 
applications until November 2, 1929, for 
certain temporary positions in the Bureau 
of the Census in Washington, D. C., in con- 
nection with the Fifteenth Decennial Census. 

The positions for which examinations are 
to be held are junior clerk, junior calculating 
machine operator, and junior tabulating 
machine operator, with an entrance salar y of 
$1,440 a year, and under card-punch opera- 
tor with an entrance salary of 1360 a year. 

These examinations are open to all citizens 
of the United States, both men and women, 
who meet the requirements. 

It is expected that a large number of ap- 
pointments will be made. The length of sec- 
vice will probably range from one to two 


3} years in most cases but in no case will it 


extend beyond December 31, 1932.

Deep Sea Telephone Cable Plans Take 
Shape 


Work is now going forward on the develop- 
ment of a deep sea telephone cable system 
between London and New York and it is 
possible that this circuit will go in service 
as early as 1932. While the new cable will 
yield onlv a single telephone circuit, this will 
be one of maximum reliability, free from 
variations characteristic of radio circuits, 
It is not the idea that the cable will replace 
radio circuits but it will add considerably to 
the reliability of the New York-London sery- 
ice as well as adding to the total message 
capacity. 

lhe route of the cable is not settled in 
detail, but it is probable that the main trans- 
atlantic link will extend directly from New- 
foundland to Ireland, a cable length of ap- 
proxiniately 1,800 nautical miles. F'rom New- 
oundland it is expected the circuit will be 
carried through several sections of submarine 
cable to Nova Scotia and thence by land 
circuits through Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick and the New England stages to New 
York City where it will terminate. From 
Ireland the circuit will probably be carried 
through submarine cable to Scotland and 
thence by land cable to London, the other 
terminal, 

The new cable will be of the continuously 
loaded type. For the leading material it is 
planned to use one of a new series of alloys 
which are designated as ‘‘ perminvars.” These 
are composed of nickel cobalt and iron to 
which may be added small amounts of non- 
magnetic metals such as molybdenum. They 
are characterized by high resistivity and by 
having a constant permeability over a wide 
range of magnetizing force. 

The conductor will be insulated with a new 
material, ‘paragutta.”” Submarine cables in 
the past have been insulated with gutta- 
yercha or closely related materials and in a 
few cases with rubber compounds. Paragutta 
makes use of similar raw materials but so 
combined and treated as to give superior 
electrical properties with mechanical prop- 
erties somewhat similar to gutta-percha. 

A remarkable teature of the calbe is the 
high attenuation which it is proposed to use. 
It is possible that successful operation can be 
obtained with an attenuation of approxi- 
mately 150 db for the high frequencies of the 
voice range. This is a much greater attenua- 
tion than that at which telegraph cables are 
operated, Such a high attenuation depends 
on two features of the cable. The character- 
istics of perminvar are such that a relatively 
high sending level can be used, and by means 
of special construction the cable will be 
shielded against interference so that a very 
low recciving level can be employed. Voice- 
operated switching mechanisms will be re- 
quired at the two terminals of the trans- 
atlantic telephone cable.
